Western and Allantic Rentals 
Discount Bill Patterned After 
1921 and 1926 Legislation 


The bill to authorize 
Hardman to sell Western & Atlantic 
railroad rentals for a period of ten 
years and apply the proceeds, estimat- 
ed at $3,450,000, to the relief of the 
charitable institutions and common 
schools, is patterned after similar leg- 
islation approved in 1921 and 1926. 

Introduced on January 7, the day 
after the special session was convened, 
the bill passed the house by a vote of 
146 to 50 and later passed the senate 
by a vote of 27 to 22. Vetoed Monday 
by Governor Hardman, it must now 
receive two-thirds of the votes in each 
house in order to become a law. 

Text of Bill. 

The text of the bill follows: 

“To be entitled an act to authorize 
the governor to set apart the rental 
of the Western & Atlantic railroad 
for a period of ten years beginning 
January 1, 1936, as a special fund, 
and to authorize the governor to draw 
Warrants against special fund and to 
discount and sell the same, and to pro- 
vide for placing the proceeds arising 
therefrom in the treasury, and to pro- 
vide for the expenditures ‘of the funds 
arising from the sale of said warrants, 
and for other purposes. 

Section 1.

“deterrent” against such hostilities in 
the future. 

Testifying before the ‘war policies 
commission, the governor of the fed- 
eral reserve board and former director 
of the War Finance Corporation, said 
that experience had taught that war 
is “profitless for all concerned, win- 
hers as well as losers.” 

“I don’t say there will never be 
another war,” Meyer said, “but there 
is no immediate prospect of one and 
I don’t see that any is coming for a 
long while.” 

Meyer testified the late war cost the 
world $186,000,000,000, equal to the 


entire wealth of the United States if | 


1912, and that it cost this 


alone $23,000,000,000.
